Omaha Laboring Men Make a Demon- 


stration. 


OMAHA, April 20.—Three thousand 


laboring men marched oat of Omaha 
to-day with banners flying, bound for 
the camp of Commonwealers at Wes- 
ton, Iowa, fourteen miles east of 
Council Bluffs. At 9 o'clock a signal, 
agreed upon by the ringing of church 
bells and blowing of whistles, was 
given, announcing that Kelly's army 
was still at Weston, Iowa, unable to 
secure a train for the East. 
Inside of 


five minutes 1,000 men gathered in 
Jefferson Square, quickly 
organized 


and the march was taken up. At every 
street recruits were received, formed 
into companies and provided with ban- 
ners. 


The column had been preceded to 


Council Bluffs 
by a committee of 


prominent citizens, to call on Governor 
Jackson, and the managers of the rail- 
roads and urge that the Commonweal- 
ers be at once started East. While the 
column was marching General Kelley 
was in Omaha with President St. John 
of the Rock Island railroad. St. John 
said he was not in a position to grant 
them a train, as the matter was wholly 
in the hands of the president of the 
trunk lines. 


A BAD SUQOESTION. 


A prominent man suggested that the 


army levy on farmers for horses and 
wagons, that the army be split into 
squads of 100 and spread out over a 
territory 25 miles wide, and march on 
foot across the State, as such a plan 
would soon bring the people to time, 
for the army would practically devas- 
tate the country through which it 
passed, and the railroads would then 
be forced to carry the Commonwealers 
ont of the country. 


It is said that Anarchists in the col- 


umn marching out of Omaha, had dy- 
namite with them, but how much is 
not known. 


THE MEN StTPFEBINO. 


The weather is cold and the men are 


suffering severely, many having pneu- 
monia, though an ample supply of 
med- 


icine is on hand to counteract their ill- 
ness. General Manager St. John on see- 
Ing the wet, cold men stated his will- 
ingness to carry them east, and asked 
permission to do so.

WEATHER BtJI/LETIN. 


A Storm Wave Due— Positive and Neg- 


ative.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., April 21.—My last 


bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from April 
22d to the 26th, and the next will 
reach the Pacific coast about the 27th, 
cross the western mountains by the 
close gf tbe 28th, the Great Central 
valleys from the 29th to May 1st, and 
tbe Eastern States about May 2d. 


This disturbance will be at its great- 
it force in the Eastern States about 


May 2d or 3d, and more than the usual 
imoont of rainfall may be expected. 
This storm will endanger shipping on 
the Great Lakes and the Atlantic 
coast. 


The first storm wave of May will 


reach the Pacific coast about May 2d, 
TOSS the western mountains by the 
close of the 3d, the Great Central val- 
.eys from the 4th to 6th, and the East- 
ern Htates about the 7th. 


This disturbance will develop ex- 


,reme temperatures, dangerous storms, 
possibly tornadoes, and will have un- 
usual force in its entire journey of 
our or five days across tbe continent. 
Bain fall will not be general, but 


leavy down-pours will occur in places. 
Over the greater portion of the coun- 
ry strong symptoms of drouth will 
accompany this storm wave and moist- 
ure will rapidly evaporoto from the 


oil. 
Warm waves will cross the western 


mountains about April 27th, and May 
Zd, the Great Central valleys April 29th 
and May 4th, the KSBtern States about 
May 1st and 6th. Cool waves will 
jross the western mountains about 
April 30th and May 5th, the Great Cen- 
ral valleys about May 2d and 7th, and 
he Eastern States about May 4th and 
)th. 


May will average warmer than usual. 


?he first half will average more above 
he normal temperature than the last 
lalf. jtiainfall of the month will be 
about the general average in the Great 


ientral valleys and the Eastern States, 


except within two hundred miles east 
jf the Kocky mountains, where rainfall 
will be below the general average. 
VIost rain will fall during the last 
lalf of the month. The hottest weath- 
r will occur in front of the storm 
wave that will cross the continent 
rom the 9th to 13th, moving eastward. 


POSITIVE AND NEGATIVE. 


The effects of electricity have been 


divided into two great parts, one called 
positive and the other negative. Under- 
ying these expressions are two theories 
as to the nature of electricity, one 
school taking Newton and Franklin as 
as the early expounders, hold that 
here is but one kind of electricity. 
Phey use the term positive to mean 
plus, the greater quantity, the source 
rom whence comes the electric cur- 
ent. With them the term nagetive 
lenotes the smaller quantity, that tr>- 
vard which the current is moving, or 
hat which is receiving the current. 
Phis theory, advocated by Newton and 
Tranklin, is surely the correct one, and 
should be adopted by all who desire to 
study planetary meteorology. 


The other theory holds that there are 


iwo kinds of electricity, one positive, 
he other negative, each entirely of a 
litt'erent character to the other, each 
leveloping the other, and each neutral- 
zing or destroying tho other when 
hey come together. This theory is in 
;eneral use in connection with electri- 
:al machinery and with most orthodox 
icientists. Riost text 
book writers, 


however, state the facts in relation to 
electrical experiments without taking 
ddes as to whether there are two kinds 
>f electricity. 


As an example, take the electrical 


street railways. The electricity is gen- 
rated by dynamos at the power house 
and sent out on the cables which are 
;apped by connections with the street 
car, and after the current is run 
ihrough the electro-motor it is con- 
ducted into the earth through the steel. 
rail. One set of theorists say that the j 
current is conducted into the earth! 
which is always negative and ready to 
receive electrical charges, while the 
other school claims that negative elec- 
;ricity from the earth meets the posi- 
tive electricity that comes from the 
cable, and where they meet at the 
earth's surface, they neutralize or des- 
,roy each other. • 


So far as street cars are concerned it 


makes no difference which theory is 
correct, but when we come to calculate 
;he electry-magnetic influences that 
;he moon or planets exert on rainfall, 
;emperature or force of storms the 
mathematical calculations are practi- 
cal only when we adopt the true theory 
which includes only one kind of elec- 
iricity. 


We take a storage battery, attach it 


to a street car cable charge with a 
strong current of electricity. The elec- 
tricity will condense within the stor- 
age battery till the tension in the lat- 
ter is equal to the tension in the cable. 
Then take the storage battery away 
from the cable and attach it to a small 
sewing machine motor, and the con- 
densed electricity in that storage bat- 
tery will run the sewing machine con- 
stantly for a week. Nothing but what 
is called positive electricity was receiv- 
ed from the cable, and as it is in a 
crowded condition in the storage bat- 
tery, a condition similar to compressed 
air or steam, it endeavors to escape, 
and in so doing it has power to operate 
the motor through which it escapes. 


But the two fluid advocates say that 


as the positive electricity enters the 
storage batter negative electricity es- 
capes, and when the positive is escap 
ing through the motor negative enters 
and takes its place in the storage bat- 
tery. Very accommodating on the parl 
of negative electricity.

ponr positive water into a pitcher neg- 
ative water escapes, or when positive 
water is poured oat of the pitcher, 
negative water enters and takes the 
place of the former. When water is 
poured into a vessel, something goes 
out with the same force that the water 
goes in, but ia that something water ? 
No. 


Fill a vessel with with bottle corks, 


and then pour water in the vessel and 
the corks will go out with a force 
nearly equal to the weight of the 
water. It would bo just as philosophi- 
cal to call the corks negative water as 
it is to call that which electricity dis- 
places negative electricity. 


If a strong wind sweeps up the street 


or road and pushes a cart out of its 
way, we would call the cart negative 
wind with as much propriety as the 
two fluid advocates cay negative elec- 
tricity. 


These illustrations will explain the 


one fluid theory of electricity. The 
terms positive and negative are used in 
connection with both theories, but in 
the theory here adopted, plus (+) and 
minus (—) are better terms because 
they convey correct ideas as to the 
real nature of electricity. 


In the ordinary magnets, electricity 


usually enters at a certain point con- 
stantly, and that point is called the 
minus or negative part of the magnet, 
and as constantly it leaves the magnet 
at another point called the plus or pos- 
itive end of the magnet. These points 
can be changed, however, by a reverse 
artificial current through the magnet. 


When a drouth prevails over a sec- 


tion of country, the currents are com- 
ing from space and entering the earth. 
Plus electricity comes from space and 
enters the earth there, and that por- 
tion of the earth would be called minus 
or negative, and is covered by a high 
barometer. Perhaps five hundred or 
one thousand miles from that place 
the couditions are reversed, the earth 
is plus, space is minus, the electrical 
currents go up, a low barometer pre- 
vails and excess of rainfall. Later 
these conditions are reversed, the cur- 
rents run the other way, and the wet 
and drouth districts exchange con- 
ditions.

Prinking tUe Tout to "Sweetheart* MMl 


WJven" Every Saturday »igbt—It M»ke» 
the Men In the N»«y Better, Truer, No- 
bler and Braver. 
The people of this country are very 


fond of their naval officers, so far as 
they know them. It would be a good 
deal better for the country if they were 
better known, for among them are to be 
found as large a percentage of fine, 
brainy, lovable and well bred men aa in 
any of the familiar professions. 


There is not mneh sentimentality in 


the navy, but there ia a deal of senti- 
ment, which ia a vastly different thing. 
Certain cynical young women who have 
met officers and who have noticed how 
attenl.ve they are sometimes think that 
this :.t merely a "dainty, sham devotion," 
besto-.ved upon young women whom they 
meet at every port they touch. But this 
is not true, There is more genuine chiv- 
alry among the officers of the United 
States navy than is to be found among 
any class of men on shore. 


It is one of the conventions of the 


navy to place women npon a pedestal, 
and there is no finer conv ention in the 
world. It may be because that for BO 
much of their time they are denied the 
delight of seeing women. But they nev- 
er forget them. 
Every Saturday night in every United 


States warship afloat there takes place a 
ceremony so beautiful, so exquisite, that 
it seems to have escaped from the land 
of chivalry and wandered into American 
life. There, flattered and amazed at its 
welcome, it has remained ever since and 
made the men in the navy better, truer, 
nobler and braver, for it must be con- 
IX-scd that the officers are, first of all, 
splendidly American. 


When a ship is under way, there is no 


woman aboard her. She has no place 
there. Maybe each man carries an image 
of one in his thoughts during his watches 
on deck. Of these things he doea not 
speak. But once each week he comes 
forth boldly with his fellows and rever- 
ently sends greeting from across the seas 
to her. From the China sea, from stormy 
Cape Horn, from the peaceful Mediter- 
ranean comes the message, 


"Sweethearts and wives!" That was 


ever and always will be the sailor's toast. 
And when it is given aboard Uncle Sam-'fl 
ships it is a tribute to the sweetness, the 
purity, the beauty of American woman- 
hood. There are men who have drunk 
that toast every Saturday night for more 
than 40 years. It is never old to them. 
The officers would as soon think of pass- 
ing unnoticed an important disciplinary 
regulation as passing Saturday night 
without this ceremony. It does not mat- 
ter whether the ship is on the high seas, 
or anchored in a foreign port, or lying at 
the dock in the Brooklyn navy yard, so 
long as her men are aboard they drink 
the toast. It; is a custom as old as the 
navy. It will endure as long as the nary 
endures. 


When the supply of wine is running 


short during a long cruise, the officers 
deny themselves during the week that 
they may have it for this toast on Satur- 
day nights. 


The servants are well trained. They 


have the champagne nicely chilled and 
open it almost without orders. After 
the dinner is finished the executive offi- 
cer arises. Very likely there is gray in 
his hair. His face is reddened by weath- 
er and seamed by years, for men who 
reach position cannot be young. But hia 
heart is still young. They have dined 
well, and the content of well filled stom- 
achs shines on their faces. But when the 
lieutenant commander rises they are still: 
He stands straight with his hand up- 
raised, the champagne bubbling deli- 
ciously. 
'' Gentlemen, arey our glasses charged?" 


There is not one which is empty. The 
officers rise and bow their heads in an- 
swer. 


"I give yon" (the lieutenant command- 


er speaks earnestly, and there is a soft 
glimmer in his eyes)—"I give you sweet- 
hearts and wives. God bless theml" 


"Sweethearts and wives—God bless 


them!" comes in chorus from the officers. 
Then they drink, and if there runs down 
their spinal corris n little thrill, and if 
their eyes grow mn it and their hands 
shake a bit it is a tribute to themselves 
and to AUKUCV.U womanhood to whom 
this toati io drunk. With something in 
their breasts throbbing like the great en- 
gines, and the swish and gurgle of the 
waters dulling their ears, there is con- 
jured before them, like the azure nim- 
bus of a dream, a home with a soft 
voiced woman and the prattle of a child, 
or a slender, girlish figure bending her 
head to hide the love light in her eyes. 
On Saturday night the officer at sea feels 
that he is very near home. 


Every one knows that naval officers 


are famous for the attractions which 
they have for the fair. This may show 
that it isn't the uniform alone which is 
the magnet.—New York World.
